our column, started 
with 


South winning the first trick 
with the ace of clubs and 
promptly leading a spade 
toward dummy. West plays 
the four-spot and East lets 
dummy hold the trick. Later 
on, when a second spade is 
played, West follows with the 
seven-spot. East wins this 
spade with his ace, since he 
knows that West's failure to 
echo by playing the seven on 
the first lead shows three 
spades, so that South must 
have started 
with exactly 


two cards in that suit. 


The purpose of this column 


was to show the advantage 
of the echo to show an even 
number of cards and the re- 
fusal to echo to show an odd 
number and we stated that, 
while f o u r spades would 
have been unbeatable, this 
defense would hold declarer 
to eight tricks at no-trump. 


Several readers have writ- 


ten to point out that, if de- 
clarer would let East hold 
the first club, he could then 
make the contract against 
any defense at all.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Pentagon is pulling the equiva- 
lent of two squadrons of B52 
bombers out of the air war in 
Southeast Asia. 


According to Air Force offi- 


cers, 30 stratofortresses will be 
returned to the United States to 
rejoin 
the strategic 
bomber 


force or to be used in training 
assignments. 


The removal comes at a time 


when North Vietnam is stepping 
up infiltration into South Viet- 
nam at a rate tentatively esti- 
mated at about 20,000 men a 
month. 


Infiltration routes have been a 


prime target of the B52s. 


The action leaves the United 


States with three B52 squadrons 
in Southeast Asia, plus dozens of 
smaller fighter • bombers that 
can be used in the air war. 


Defense spokesmen say the 


cutback reflects in part a Penta- 
gon decision earlier this year to 
scale down the big bomber mis- 
sions as a means of saving mon- 
ey. 


Each B52 flight costs about 


$50,000. 


The pullout also appeared pos- 


sible in view of the lowered ene- 
my activity just prior to the up- 
surge in infiltration of the last 
few weeks. 


According to Pentagon offi- 


cers, Army Gen. Creighton W. 
Abrams, U.S. 
commander in 


Vietnam, 
originally 
frowned 


upon giving up some of the B52 
missions, which he considered 
one of the big 'weapons in the 
war. 


But Abrams went along with 


the reduction. 


The Pentagon originally budg- 


eted for 1,800 B52 sorties per 
month. Secretary of Defense 
Melvin R. Laird decided last 
spring, however, that 
figure 


could be reduced to 1,600. 


Actually, the average rate has 


gone lower than 1,600 sorties in 
recent weeks, according to Pen- 
tagon sources. 


Laird briefly mentioned the 


two squadron reduction Thurs- 
day during an appearance be- 
fore a Senate subcommittee on 
defense appropriations. 


The defense chief said the 


three remaining full B52 squad- 
rons provides 45 to 60 planes to 
wield against the North Viet- 
namese in Laos, Cambodia and 
South Vietnam.

Foreign Aid 
Bill Smallest 
Since WWII

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


smallest U.S. foreign aid pack- 
age since World War II has 
passed the House and is head- 
ed for a Senate confrontation 
over military aid to Nationalist 
China and South Korea. 


The $1.6 billion global assist- 


ance bill, which falls $1 bilHoh * 
short of the amount asked by 
President Nixon, is the lowest 
since the program began with 
the Marshall Plan for European 
recovery in 1948. It reached a 
$7.49 billion peak in 1950-51. 
Last year's foreign aid appro- 
priation was $1.75 billion. 


The measure, approved 200- 


195 in a night House vote Tues- 
day, contains a hotly disputed 
$54.5 million to furnish fighter 
planes for Nationalist China, $50 
million in special military aid 
for South Korea and a provision 
added at the last minute that 
bars aid to countries trading 
with Communist China. 


Sen. J. W. Fulbright, chair- 


man of the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee, is expected to 
force a floor fight on the appria- 
tions bill. His committee Mon- 
day approved an authorization 
bill expressly banning the $104.5 
million for the Asian allies.

President Nixon may have to 
call the special session he has 
threatened if all appropriations 
measures are not completed be- 
fore Jan. 1.
